The first . handler, 
as he is called in the act, must 
‘candle the eggs purchased ‘and re- 
ject those that are unfit for food.

The Travelling Magistrates. 


The experimental appointment of 
a number of travelling magistrates 
and stationary police magistrates in 
this part of the province appears to 
have justified itself. The system is 
not as yet province wide but so 
well has it.worked out here that 
there is a likelihood of further ex- 
tention. . 


Up to the present time a few men 
have been appointed to make a cir- 
cuit of outlying districts and clean 
up all non-indictable cases that 
would otherwise have to. be heard 
by: one or two justices of the peace.’ 
Other police magistrates have been 
stationed at peints where small cases 
have hitherto been tried by justices 
of the peace. 


Magistrates are of three classes in 
Alberta; ordinary J.P.’s, police 
magistrates who try non-indictable 
cases, and magistrates at Calgary 
and Edmonton who have-, some of 
the powers of a district court judge. 
The new travelling magistrates have 
no power to hear indictable cases 


unless they hold special commissions 
for Calgary or Edmonton. 

The advantages of the new sys- 
tem are obvious. While the average 


jastice of the peace may be a man 
of mature intelligence and under- 
standing he is very frequently little 
versed in law, and appeals from his 
judgements often cost the province 
very large sums. .Frequently he 
hesitates to act as a magistrate 
among his neighbors. 

Often, too,’ when serious. cases 
needing two justices are to come up 
it is very difficult to secure two men 
with the necessary qualifications 
and sometimes it happens that wit- 
nesses are put to great expense - to 
attend trials that have to be ‘carried 
to some distant court, for this rea- 


son. Upon these occasions the two 
justices may differ in opinion.
